This is in fact a demand for an unjustfiable increase for the year 1921 


when other wage earners, manufacturers, retailers and jobbers have accepted 
the downward readjustment and are doing their share toward lowering the cost 
of living. 


It is not fair that one group or industry be allowed to block the return of nor- 


mal conditions and this association insists that the Unions of this city meet with 
us in an endeavor to get building under way. In the absence of such action by 
the local Unions we will feel free to prosecute building operations on a basis of 
just compensation to such mechanics as are efficient and willing to work.
